have done so this time. He is said 


to be an expert swimmer and it is 
believed that he was attacked by a 
shark or else was overcome by 


sudden illness of some gort. 


When the boat drifted back to 


shore Gron’s clothing was found 
carefully laid in one end of the boat 
his valuables being undisturbed.

Ann was a 
slender, good-looking girl of seventeen 
with blue eyes and a rich crown of 
auburn hair and a_ fair skin well 
browned by the sunlight. She was 
the most dexterous needle worker in 
New Salem. 

John MeNeil, whom the Traylors 
had met on the road near Niagara 
Falls and who had shared their camp 
with them, arrived on the stage that 
evening.

All noted the con- 
trast between the two yeung men as 
they greeted each other. Abe sat 
down for a few minutes and looked 
sadly into the fire but sald nothing.

The logs for the new house were 
ready two days after the cutting be- 
gan.
